The harbor 
proper has an area of about ten square , 
miles and an average width of about 
1-4 miles, with about 23 miles. of 
water anchorage, some § 1-2. miles of 
which are along. the asi water- 
front of the city. Unlike either New 
York or Boston, this harbor has no 
intricate channel entrance. There is 
also an‘absence of strong tides and in! 
winter of ice. In other words, ingress ; 
and egress from the harbor is possi- |, 
ble at all hours of the day and at all | 
seasons of the year. Within forty 
minutes of leaving their docks steam- 
ers are well into the Atlantic Ocean. 

Geographically, Halifax is advantag- 
cously situated. It is nearer to 
Of Liverpool than is New York by over 
600 miles, while as a connecting link 
with the Pacific coust and the Orient 
it also has thé advantage, the distance 
from Liverpool via Halifax and Prince 
Rupert to Yokohama being 10,009 
miles, compared with 11,961 via New 
York, a saving of 1,900 miles. 

The big steamship Olympic, which 
made the harbor, its headquarters 
during the war, on one voyage made | 
the distance between Liverpool and 
Halifax in less than four days. 

Halifax has several important indus- 
tries. Located on one side of the har- 
bor is the big plant of the Halifax 
Shipyards Ltd, The company only be- 
gan operations in July, 1918, with the 
drydock as the nucleus of its plant, but 
at presbnt it has under construction 
four ocean .going steamships of from 
§,100 to 10,000 tons each for the Do- 
minion government, with over 1,400 
men on its payroll, On the Dartmouth 
side of the harbor is located a large 
oil refinery, whose plant covers some 
fifty acres, and when completed will 
entail an expenditure of $12,000,000, 
Th crude oil is brought from Mexico 
right to the plant in tank steamers.

} Ohio is home tonight. Before his tomb 
ias the choir sang “Nearer My God, 
‘to Thee’, a tender, brave woman 
,stood with aching heart, her veiled 
|tace turned to the sky. She stepped 
,& moment into the vault, then turn- 
ed away, brave to the last. She did 
not wait to see the iron gates close 
softly upon her dead, 

‘Apart from the multitude that walk- 
.ed the long way from his father’s 
,home to the vault and those others 
close, packed to make a living setting 
for the funeral rites, there was not 
much. to mark the ceremony as the 
burial of one who had held highest 
‘power in his grasp. There were the 
men of his guard from the sister 


and the generals who formed his 
honor escort, the friend and comrade 
, who is now president in his stead, and 
‘the colleagues of his cabinet. 

Otherwise the funeral service, was 
that of a simple, much loved. son of 
Ohio. Throngs whose numbers will 
never be known passed _ beside ine | 
casket and looked their last upon the | 
dead face. 

From. his. father’s house he went

Stampede 


Webster interrogates a’ brave. 


LATTERING horses of the cow-boys, nodding 
head-dresses of the Indians with their stolid 
squaws and families, cow outfits, real old-time chuck 


wagons and other figures of the last great west, led 
the modern motor about the strects of Calgary, dur- 
ing the great stampede. Cow-boys and cow-girls, 
decked in all the bright colors which their predeces- 
sors wore in the early cighties—these were the promi- 
nent notes in the great symphony of color. 

. Calgary took on the appearance of frontier days 
with hitching posts along the main streets and the 
old cow-town ponies stood in front of the sky- 
scrapers of the modern city. 

In the great parade in which several thousand 
participated, Mayor George Webster struck the key- 
note in his wonderful leather chapps, blue silk shirt, 
pink handkerchief and huge Stetson hat. The stim- 
ulating contrast of the new and the old was evident 
in the roar of the big airplanes overhead while the 
pioneers’ and old-timers section of the parade, ven- 
erable Red-river carts, original Hudson’s Bay vehi- 
zles, squeaked their way over the pavement that 
covers the virgin sod they travelled many years ago. 
They were driven by the men of 1860, 1870 and 
1880 and drawn, in many instances, by venerable 
nags that looked as if they, too, had survived the 


in gaudy-colored shirts, telephone operators as cows 
girls, cow-boy sports, cow-boy yells, bucking horses, 
made a week, famous in the annals of sport in the 
world. 5 

Back about 1905, Alberta cow-boys visiting Cal- 
gary, gave up the practice of hitching their ponies on 
Kighth avenue but during stampede week, the chuck 
wagons were parked in front of modern retail build- 
ings, horses were tied in front of dignified banks— 
the cow-boy litcfally “pitched camp on the main 
drag.”

out. The tepee poles crossed over her horse, dragging 
behind and the family followed, quite comfortable 
except for the car track crossings. 

The buffalo barbecue was a new interest to the 
present generation, even if old-timers were quite at 
liome in enjoying their buffalo sandwiches. Tive 
buffalo were obtained from the Wainwright herd 
and the committee served over twelve thousand sand- 
wiches. \ 

Of all the striking pictures of the old, wild west, 
that have ever been presented to the world, the

"AMERICAN ALPINISTS MAKE FIRST ASCENTS 
OF PEAKS IN Ie CANADIAN ROCKIES 


Two of the highest penks in Jas- 
per National Park, Mount Unwin 
and Mount Brazeau, have just been 
climbed for the first time. The 
honor of making these first ascents 
has fallen to Mr. Howard Palmer, 
of New London, Conn, and Mr. 
Allon Carpe, of New York, men who 
have won international reputations 
in Alpine work. It was Mr. Palmer 
who first ascended Mount Sir Sand- 
ford, the giant of the northern Sel- 
kirky. He is the vice-president of 
the American Alpine Club and a 
member of the Alpine Club of Lon- 
don, Mr. Carpe is a member of the 
American,’ Canadian and Swiss 
Alpine Clubs. ‘Both are Wellows of 
the Royal Geographical ‘Society. 

The climbers left the Canadian 
National Railways at Jasper and 
proceeded to Maligne Lake, a dis- 
‘ance of thirty-five miles, and in 
seventeen days explored and map- 
ped a territory of remarkable scenic 
beauty. Interviewed on their return 
to Jasper Park Lodge, they de- 
scribed the trip as one of the most 
interesting made in several years of 
mountaineering, 

“The object of the expedition,” 
said Mr. Carpe, “was to explore 
the mountains between Maligne 
Lake and Brazean Lake, particu- 
larly to locate and climb Mount 
Brazean and*to map the extensive 
Brazeau ice field. Mount Brazeau 
and Brazenu ice field were discov- 
ered and named by. Prof. A. P, 
Coleman, of Toronto,.. who avialted 
them: in 1854. from** 


feet high, The mountain had ‘not 
heen approached since then and the 
country had not heen mapped, so 
that the location of Mount Brazeau 
and Brazean ice field were uncer- 
tain. We madre the first ascent of 
Mount) Brazeau and three other 
nameless peaks in the vicinity, also 
of the prominent mountain on the 
south shore of Maligne.

DEBT ALJUSTMENT 
. ACT IS EXPLAINED 


(By E. J. Fream, Director) 

The purpose of this act is to pro- 
vide a means whereby any actual resi- 
dent personally bona fide engaged in 
farming operations may endeavor to 
pring about an amicable arrangement 
for the payment of his indebtedness 
without unnecessary recourse to legal 
proceedings. 

The government has appointed an 
official who is styled the “director”, 
to whom any wesident or any creditor 
of any resident may apply for assis- 
tarkee or advice in effecting a settle- 
‘ment or adjustment of the resident's 
debts, and in making inquiry and car- 
rying out the provisions of the act 
the director has power to summon wit- 
nesses and require them to give evi- 
dence’on oath, orally, or in writing, or 
on solemn declaration, and to produce 
such docum2nts as may be deemed 
necessary for the full investigation of 
all such matters. 

The act is divided into two parts. 

Part 1 {s of general application to 
the whole province and provides for 
adjustment between the resident and 
his creditors, ina voluntary and ami- 
cable manner, of their financial diffi- 
culties, 

Part 2 applies only to that portion 
of the province which was known in 
1922 as “the drought area relief dis- 
trict” or such part of said district as 
may be proclaimed by the lieutenant 
governor in council,

they should have been. 

The letter I wrote, which Le tries 
to discredit, contained, statistics pub- 
lished in the Edmonton Journal. The 
figures “were recorded by the Domin- 
ion bureau of statistics’. Such was 
my authority and contrary to Mr. Ir- 
win’s statement, they can be verified 
at Ottawa-at any time. 

He then goes on to cast aspersion 
on the honesty and integrity of the 
Canadian Press Service, presumably 
because he does not wish to believé 
figures which give the lie direct, to a 
great deal of propaganda which -has 
been sent out and which has tarnish- 
ed the fair name of the province of 
British Columbia, where, apparently, 
they have found a more efficient way 
of handling the liquor question than 
we have. 

The figureg [ quoted prove that their 
system is no longer merely a better 
theory; but has proved itself in ac- 
tual practice, Inasmuch ag convic- 
tions for indictable offences were re- 
duced over 21 per cent, summary con- 
victions by 19 per cent, and drunken- 
ness by over’64 per cent, and this is 
the greatest progress made in all the 
provinces of Canada for the year end- 
Sept. 10, 1922, 
| If Mr. Irwin has evidence that the 
iCanadian Press service is not accur- 
ate and reliable in the distribution ef 
news, he will certainly do a public 
service in produciny. it. If he cannot, 
he should not villify them. for my 
part, I would rather believe that ser- 
vice than an. individual, who loosely 
accuses them of dishonesty. 


In clause three of his letter, Mr. 
Irwin quotes figures without any 
specified authority whatsaever. Te 


| presents 16,020 for all offences in B.C. 


for 1921, and says: “The present pre- 
sumed decrease is on that figure.” 
This is absolutely untrue. The figures 
I presented were convictions for indict 
lable offences in B.C. in 1921, 1232 and 
in Alberta, 12638. Our own province 
| reduced these to 1,170, or 7.36 per cent 
{while B.C. reduced theirs to 1,004, or

So it ig seen that his figure, 16,020, 
jis not the figure the reduction was 
made from. This figure must include 
all the infractions against the innum- 
erable bylaws of the various organiz- 
jed communities of the provinces ‘where 
convictions were made. The great 
majority of these are not crimes and 
are not to be regarded as criminal. 
And well does Mr. Irwin know it. 

How does he square his conscience 
in using them the way he does? 

Further, he says: “The B.C. 
are full to capacity and the govern- 
ment is turning down every demand 
for increased jail accommodation.” I 
ask, who igs demanding increased jail 
accommodation, and why? 

I have no doubt that the Attorney 
general of that province has statistics 
which square with those recorded by 
the Dominion bureau, and 1 should 
say he would be justified in turning 
down such demands in face of a very 
large reduction of serious crime (if 
he ever received suck demands), 

In clauses “b” and “c” in his letter,

tions in B.C. which he learns from 
“reliable sources”. The statements 
constitute a grave charge, to the effect 
that, those who get drunk and are not 
in a position to pay a fine of $50 are 
not arrested; but those able to pay 
are arrested and allowed bail of $50 
which they are allowed to jump. And 
mark you, sir, the reason given for 
this reprehensible procedure: “The 
government cannat afford to attach 
the stigma of a conviction against the 
class of men who can pay.” 

Does Mr. Irwin seriously think the 
general public wilt believe the Attor- 
ney General, the whole police force 
and the numerous magistrates, before 
whom these cases must come, are so 
lost to honor as such a serious allega- 
tion, as he quotes, distinctly infers? 
No, sir! 

Mr. Irwin may be simple enough to 
believe such rot. The spring from 
which his “reliable sources” are fed, 
must rise in the brain of a dangerous 
fanatic with a strong tendency toward 
lunacy, to be capable of such a fanciful 
pEHacee: of the institutions of a 
modern government, 

Mr, Irwin falsely implies that I took 
exception to some statement with re- 
gard to Alberta, because no figures 
were given, when he says: “I repeat 
the statement made in your W.C,T.U, 
column which Mr, Hodson took excep- 
tion to because the figures wore not 
there. Here they are.” 

In my letter dated the 9th of July, 
and appearing in your issue of the 12th 
—-the only previous letter I have writ- 
lon on the subjeat, } took exception to 
a reference to 1G. which uppeared 
in your previous issue, and which was 
as follows; “Tho evils of government 
sale aro becoming daily more appar: 
eut, Incrersod crime, commercial dis-

tress and corruption of the civil ser- 


» |vice is inevitable.” Having the figures 


referred to above at hand, I took the 
opportunity of calling public attention 
to a statement falsified by reliable fig- 
ures, A statement calculated to mis- 
lead the people of this province. 

| took exceptid1 1. no statement with 
regard to Alberta, It was.therefore 
unnecessary for /Mr. Irwin to so care- 
fully select figures from 1912 and 1913 
when the boom was at its height and 
muck easy money !:. circulation, which 
attracted.a great number of crooks to 
the province from the whole continent, 
to compare .with figures of 1920 and 
1921 including in those figures con- 
victions for all causes such as stray- 
ing cows, dog licenses, bon-fires and 
ash-can ordinances, and many others 
that are often offended against even 
by ministers, and other honest and 
simple people, 

Mr. Irwin says that the Brohibition. 
ists are scrupulously careful not to 
leave themselves open to challenge in 
the matter of statistics. The figures 
he quotes however are open to chal- 
lenge when used as he mis-uses them. 
He quotes a large figure as represent- 
ing a record of crime when most of 
the item represents the non-observ- 
ance of ordinances which do not con- 
stitute a crime. 

The figures he used affecting 1912 
and 1913 were deliberately selected in 
preference to those of the two follow- 
ing years which were the last 
This is done to bolster up his 
case, the necessity for such bolstering 
proclaiming its weakness from a prac- 
tical standpoint. As does the vilifica- 
tion of the Canadian Press service and 
the law offices of the goveriment of 
the neighboring province.
